FOREST PRESERVATION. 


NO. 157 


A Topic That Vitally Touches the Prot- 


pei-lty of the American People. 
': 


No nation under the sun was in timea 


of peace ever so wasteful aa our own. 
The increasing ease of securing a sup- 
ply of food has tended for some hun- 
dreds of. years, if not thousands, to 
render h'uman beings less economical 
of means and careful of methods. The 
older races, like the Chinese-, never' 
waste; to them every thing has its jiss| 
But we have 'destroyed as rniick afcwa, 
have produced. Forests, that", naijire,, 
raised by the labor . of a thousandv 
years, we have burnt up in a day. Civ?. 
ilization has invented the.phrase clear- 
ing up, which means wanton removal 
of all things that stand in the way ot 
our immediate needs. 
Where vast 


stretches of oaks covered millions ot 
acres it is difficult to find a single grove 
or a single tree; but how inestimable 
such remains are when found! It ia 
not wholly from the utilitarian stand- 
point that we look, but the assthetic. 
These are like their. surroundings. If 
it be undesirable to dwell in the forest, 
it 
is 
still 
more undesirable to 


dwell without .the 
companionship 


of trees. 
But 
as 
it , matter 
of 


economy 
and' 
physical 
necessity 


we are compelled to have sympathy foi 
and with the vegetable world. Our des- 
tiny, in common with the whole animal, 
kingdom, is identified with the plant 
kingdom. In. the struggle for exist- 
ence, from the outset, there has been a 
mutual interdependence of all living 
things. If we destroy the trees >ve in- 
jure our own progress and prospects. 
In the present economy ofc nature, pro- 
toplasm, or the basis ol life, can only 
be created by the plant kingdom; from 
it we receive the same at second hand. 
But our existence is dependent entrees 
and plants in many other ways, and al- 
ways has been. The earliest human 
races were littoral, or shore-dwellers. 
They had no tools to work their way 
through forests, nor weapons to cope 
with the denizens of the forest. But 
with increase of the art of making tools 
human beings left the shore and roamed 
the forests as hunters. To the hunting 
races the destruction of trees was tha 
destruction of their means of existence. 
The North American Indian saw only 
starvation in the white man's unspar- 
ing axe. 


Civilization has brought us into even 


closer relation to trees, and more inti; 
mate dependence on vegetation. The 
equilibrium of the air, adjusting the 
proportions of carbon gases for our 
healthy existence, depends on trees. 
Malaria is not caused, but prevented, 
by a judicious proportion of forest 
land. Prof. Shaler takes up the case 
with great energy to show that the 
most serious result following the de- 
struction of our forests will be the 
consequent loss of soil, turning vast 
areas into deserts. 
"Already a large 


part of many fertile regions has been 
sterilized in this fashion; and each 
year a larger portion of our infinitely 
precious heritage of soil slips into 
rivers and finds its way to the sea, be- 
' cause we have deprived it of the pro- 
tecting coating of vegetation." We 
have also to consider the immense 
vegetable deposit which is yearly add- 
ed to the soil where forests abound. 
Our own culture takes from the soil, 
on the contrary, more than it gives. 
So the waste from rain is greater in 
tilled soils than in wooded lands. In 
forests the soil is ever deepening; in 
open lands ever decreasing. 
This evil 


we must endure, but should be careful 
not to aggravate. 
The amount t)f 


soil 
now 
swept 
away annually 


is actually clogging the large rivers, 
compelling them constantly to change 
channels. 
The argument of Prof* 


Shaler is pressed to show that no man 
has such a right in soil that he may be 
wasteful of it, or use it for the disad- 
vantage of his neighbors. 
Govern- 


ment, he holds, should interfere to pro- 
vent waste of forests. 


This question of forest preservation 


has been more or less considered by 
several of the States, but in fact, apart 
from the encouragement of tree plant- 
ing, little has been done in a system- 
atic manner to regulate the use or pre- 
vent the waste of trees. Our relation 
to the vegetable kingdom grows even 
more intricate, and our serious depend- 
ence more emphasized constantly, since 
the demands of civilization for timber 
and fuel increase, and must increase. 


At present the greatest loss in the 


way of forest destruction is from fires 
caused by locomotives, malice or care- 
lessness. Some of the railroads have 
already taken action to prevent tho re- 
currence of the evil from locomotive 
sparks. 
The plan adopted is to clear 


away all timber growth for one hun- 
dred feet on each side of the track. A 
furrow is then run along the outer edge 
of this space and the whole kept mi/wed, 
and clean. The loss from timber fires 
is not less than an average of two mil- 
lion dollars per State annually. This 
is wholly preventable.

The President Got Left. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 10 
At McKen- 


nl«, Tunn., tho President, Mrs. Cleveland 
nnd tho i'ostnmster-Gunoral actually got 
loft, tho special train starting Rally off for 
Nashville without them. 
It happened in 


this vise: The place is the crossing ol 
two line* of railroad at right angles, and 
the proposed route of the excursionists 
shifted 
from 
northeast to southenst. 


\VliKti tho train came to a stop the mayor 
biinrdod tho President's car and informed 
h.m hint a platform had been erected close 
l>v tho train, nnd that five thousand poo- 
phi w in o wultlnt; to see and hear him. 


"I will not talk," said the President, 


"but Hlnco you havo made suoh prepara- 
tions wo will g» out and shako hands 
with as many as possible. Havo them 
pas-i quickly, for we have but a moment to 
Htop. " 


Thuroiipon tho President, Mrs. Cleveland 


and tho 1'ostmastw-General alighted, the 
crowd ujioorod and the artillery began its 
pounding. 


Tho radrond people started the train 


ahead to run It around the "Y" and upon 
tlio other lino. 
Engines wore changed, 


aud a gonornl manager's car—the second 
Instance sluco leaving Washington—was 
sandwiched between tho engine aud tho 
vestibule train, with tho general manager 
aboard.

Interesting Meeting- of the St. 


Medical Society. 


ST. LOOTS, Oct. 16.—Tho meeting of the 


Medical society last night was largely de- 
voted to the consideration of diseased 
cavities, and the variom methods of their 
treatment. 


Three new members were elected, after 


which Dr. Prewitt presented the theme of 
the evening in a boy, perhaps twelve years 
of age, who had been ill of the disease 
called pyo-thoraz—a collection of pus in the 
chest cavity. The doctor told of how, upon 
first seeing the boy, he drew a quart of 
pus from from the pleura! cavity by mean* 
of an air pump called the aspirator, and of 
how he hod repeated the operation with 
like results some half dozen times. He 
then gained the consent of the child's 
parents to make an opening, which he did, 
drawing two gallons or more of pus. The 
child's heart and chest viscera had been 
displaced, but had resumad their several 
positions and 
were performing 
their 


several functions. The wound was closing 
nloely. 


Drs. Barclay, Boock, Lutz and Gregory 


spoke to the case In point, directing their 
arguments in the main to the question ol 
the advisability of removing a section of 
the rib in making such an opening. The 
question of drainage of such a cavity 
was also dwelt upon, some of the gentle- 
men holding that if tho chest could be 
made to contract artificially tho repara- 
tive process would be materially aided. 
Dr. Lutz suggested for a rare and oxag 
gerated case, the removal of a section oi 
all the ribs concerned in the abscess to 
the end that the collapse of the chest 
might ba assisted, and the closing of thi 
pleural walls more quickly assured. 


Dr. F. A. Glasgow read a paper apropos 


of tho caso exhibited by Dr. Prewitt, on 
the subject of suppurating or pus-forming 
cavities und their treatment. He strongly 
adv sod the introduction, by injection, oi 
an antiseptic fluid, which, while too weak 
to act as an irritant, might yet be power- 
ful enough to perform the offices of an an- 
tiseptic. He believed that a certain amount 
even of irritation would tend to encourage 
granulation or tissue-making, and would 
hurry in thnt way the contraction and 
healing of the abscess sac. 


Dr. Prewitt also presented a young 


negro, eighteen years of age, who had losl 
an ear and part of the lower nock tissue 
by an operation which the doctor had per- 
formed for tho extirpation of a cancerous 
growth. Two operations hod been made; 
In the first instance a considerable portion 
of the oar aud adjacent superficial tissue 
had been removed, but which had th« 
BlTect only ot checking the growth of th« 
fungus for a timo. The second operation 
assumed the proportions of a ma^or opera- 
don, 
from the fact that the bones of both 


upper and lower jaw had become involved, 
and required resection or removal in part; 
and from the further facts that the exter- 
nal carotid artery was tied, and the paro- 
tid gland removed in its entirety. 


As the patient appeared to the physi- 


cians last night, there were no evidences 
of any further spread of the disease, and 
tho wound was healing kindly. 
Another 


feature of the caso was the extreme youth 
of the subject, cancer most generally be- 
ing confined to adults past thirty-five.

the early days of the vigilantes has San 
Francisco been so thoroughly aroused to 
the realization of the corruption seething 
in its midst as now. 
That little success 


was obtained in meting out punishment to 
a few of those implicated, only seems to 
have whetted a desire to make a thorough 
clean-up of the nefarious pursuits of judge 
and jury bribery. 
One more step was 


gained in this direction during the past 
week, though HO so advantageous as 
it 
would 
appear 
on 
the sin-face. 


The conviction of jury-briber Emerson, 
•who pleaded guilty of an attempt to bribe 
a juror on the "Little Pete" case was 
hailed at first us a great victory, but 
mature reflection has made clear the fact 
that his conviction was really a vicarious 
sacrifice for insuring the safety of others 
who hold a higher position than a lawyer's 
clerk. It has been a matter of public 
comment that he was paid a large sum of 
money to forego trial and plead guilty in 
order to prevent an 'investigation which 
would undoubtedly lead to daneeroas dis- 
closures and implicate the masters of a 
ring of jury bribers whose fountain head 
is generally stated to be Chris A. Buckley, 
a- notorious political boss of Bush street. 
This judicious dispossal of Emerson and 
the gagging by the same influence of "Lit- 
tle Pete" who is now imprisoned at Fol- 
Bom for bribery, will poss »ly prevent the 
moral probe entering further in a direc- 
tion which might bring it up against 
Buckley and bis principal lieutenants. 


The alleged attempt to bribe Judge Sul- 


livan in the celebrated Sharon divorce 
caso sank out of sight like a meteor drop- 
ping in mid-ocean -when Judge Sullivan 
testified before the grand jury that no 
such attempt was made. 
With much 


chagrin, D. B. Terry, who made the 
charges, had to admit that the basis of bis 
allegation was merely a street rumor, and 
so an anxiously anticipated sensation fiz- 
zled out. 


Another trail, and that a hot one, is now 


being followed in an effort to punish some 
of those charged with attempted jury-fix- 
ing in tho Wright vs. Geary Street Hail- 
road case. Notwithstanding that Creigh- 
ton, already convicted in this connection, 
has fled, and that the principal witnesses 
have boon sent out of the country, the 
prosecution of those supposed to be the in- 
stigators of the crime is being vigorous- 
ly carried on.

GROWING CORK-OAKS. 


A California InUugtry Which Will Soon 


Prove to Be Remunerative. 


The growth ot cork-oak in California 


is not a matter of experiment; its suc- 
cess was demonstrated long ago. The 
distribution of cork acorns by the Pat- 
ent Office about twenty-five yeais ago 
may not hare accomplished innch in 
other parts of the country, but it gave 
us a start, and there are now trees 
yielding cork and bearing acorns at a 
number of different places in the State. 
There are trees growing on Mr. Rich- 
ardson's place at San Gabriel 
Theia 


were samples of cork and acorns shown 
at the Sacramento Citrus Fair by H. A. 
Messenger, of Calaveras County. There 
are trees of similar age in Sonoma, 
Santa Barbara and Tularc, and perhaps 
other counties The State University 
is growing seedlings fiom California 
cork acorns, and will be likely to have 
the trees for distribution next year. 
There is no doubt about the adaptation 
of the tree to the State as the widely 
separated places named above all fur- 
nish proper conditions for its growth. 
It is of course a crop of which one has 
to wait some time to gathei, and there- 
fore needs patience in the planter. 


All the cork-wood of commerce 


comes from the Spanish Peninsula, 
where the trees abound, not only in 
cultivated forests, but also grow wild 
on the mountains. The tree is like 
an 
American 
oak, with 
leaves 


similar to the oak, and atoms. It 
takes ten years for the bark to become 
a proper thickness to be manufactured 
into bottle-stoppers, life-preservers and 
seine-corks. When stripped from the 
tree it is to be boiled for two hours, 
cured in the sun for a week and pressed 
into flat pieces for baling and shipping. 
The denuded trunk, like a hen robbed 
of her eggs, docs not sulk and quit the 
business, but throws out a fresh cover- 
ing for a fresh spoliation. 
One tree 


has been known to yield half a ton of 
cork-wood. 
One pound of coik can 


be manufactured into 144 champagne 
corks. The baled cork bark is sold to 
cork manufacturing centers. 
The 


most extensive manufactory in Amerl 
ca is at Pittsburgh. Besides the ordi- 
nary demands for cork bark, a good 
supply of the buoyant material, after 
being burned to make it still lighter 
than the original bark, is> shipped to 
Canada and New England, where it is 
made into seme-ooiks. The average 
annual importation of coik-wood into 
this country, entiiely M the port of 
New York, is 70,000 b ties a yoar. A 
bale weighs 160 pounds and is worth 
on this side of the water $20, m.ikiug a 
total value of the impoitation of $1,- 
400,000
